Body of woman found 
by children in Racine 


RACINE, Wis. (AP) — The 
partially -clad bo dy o f a y o ung 
wo man was fo und late Sunday 
afterno o n in a residential neigh­ 
bo rho o d here by a gro up o f 
children. 
Her b o dy was th e th ird o f 
wo man in little m o re th an a 
week to b e fo u n d in th e area, 
an d th e fifth b o dy to b e fo u n d 
in th e state in two day s. 
Th e 
p artially -fro zen 
b o dy 
fo u n d alo n gside a tree n ear th e 
Ro o t Riv er was clad in o n ly a 
sw eater an d sto ckin gs. Pan ties, 
b lu e jean s an d b o o ts b eliev e to 
b e th e v ictim ’s were fo u n d 15 0 
to 2 00 feet away . 
Po lice said Su n day n igh t th at 
th ey h ad ten ativ ely iden tified 
th e v ictim as a Racin e wo man , 
b u t th ey declin ed to release th e 
n ame. 
Th e b o dy was describ ed as 
th at o f a wo man ab o u t 2 2 to 27 
y ears o ld, with sh o u lder len gth 
b ro wn h air an d b lu e ey es. Sh e 
was 5 feet 6 in ch es tall an d 
weigh ed ab o u t 12 5 p o u n ds. Th e 
b o dy was b eliev ed to h av e b een 
wh ere it was fo u n d sin ce at 
least Satu rday . 
An au to p sy was p lan n ed to 
determ in e th e cau se o f death , 
b u t p o lice said th ey su sp ected 
fo u l p lay . 
Th e b o dy o f Jo sep h in e Stew­ 
art, 69 , was disco v ered Dec. 21 
o n a Racin e b each n ear h er 
h o me. Po lice said an au to p sy 
determ in ed th at sh e h ad b een 
stru ck o n th e jaw an d th en 
stran gled. 
A bo dy later determined to 
be that o f Mildred Brant, 33, o f 
Waukegan, 111., was fo und Dec. 
2 0 in a field at nearby Mo unt 
Pleasant after she had been 
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missin g sin ce Dec. 10. An au ­ 
to p sy sh o wed th at sh e also h ad 
b een stran gled. 
Bo th o f th e earlier v ictims 
h ad b een fo u n d fu lly clo th ed. 
Th e b o dy o f Arleen Rey n en , 
67, o f De Pere, wh o h ad b een 
missin g sin ce Dec. 
19 , was 
fo u n d Su n day mo rn in g b y two 
teen -agers ab o u t th ree miles 
fro m th e h o u sin g p ro ject fo r 
th e elderly wh ere sh e liv ed 
Bro wn Co u n ty Co ro n er Tim 
Blan ey said death ap p eared to 
b e du e to ex p o su re, an d fo u l 
p lay was n o t su sp ected. Bu t h e 
said an au to p sy was p lan n ed. 
Mrs. Do lo res De Graff, 4 5 , o f 
Ash wau b en o n was fo u n d dead 
b y relativ es Satu rday o n th e 
b ack p o rch o f h er su b u rb an 
Green Bay h o me. Blan ey said 
sh e ap p aren tly h ad fallen , an d 
died o f ex p o su re.

“Ou r strategic in terests are 
b est serv ed b y leav in g th e Ru s­ 
sian s ex p o sed h igh an d dry as 
th e m ajo r fo rce in terv en in g in 
Africa,” Case said in a state­ 
men t. 
Th e Sen ate, b y a 54 to 2 2 v o te 
ju st b efo re Co n gress adjo u rn ed

u se o f fu n ds fo r co v ert U.S.

Case said th at “ in th e early 
stages, a relativ ely min imal 
amo u n t o f U.S. m ilitary aid 
was at least u n derstan dab le.”

Criticism of government job statistics is growing

NEW YORK (AP) — Criti­ 
cism o f the go v ernment’s o ffi­ 
cial emplo y ment statistics is 
gro wing amo ng the pro fes­ 
sio nals who use them, with 
so me o penly claiming the ex ­ 
tent o f jo b distress is under­ 
stated by many hundreds o f 
tho usands, ev en millio ns. 
If true, the co nsequences are 
almo st immeasurably v ast, dis­ 
to rting eco no mic planning, go v ­ 
ernment po licy decisio ns, po liti­ 
cal strategy , rev enue sharing 
and pro spects fo r the jo bless 
themselv es. 
The statistics hav e defenders 
to o , but the claims by so me 
critics appear to be so telling 
that the general credibility o f 


the mo nthly figures co uld be 
sev erely damaged. 
Stro ng 
sentiment 
ex ists 
amo ng so me eco no mists fo r a 
high-lev el rev iew o f co ncepts 
and pro cedures, and it appears 
to be gro wing. 
Altho ugh he defends the fig­ 
ures as so und, J ulius Shiskin, 
the co mmissio ner o f the Bureau 
o f Labo r Statistics, is amo ng 
tho se seeking a rev iew. He said 
the matter is no w at the White 
Ho use fo r co nsideratio n. 
Also seeking a rev iew is Pro f. 
Ro bert A. Go rdo n, who headed 
the mo st recent study o f the jo b 
figures — the Co mmittee to Ap­ 
praise Emplo y ment and Unem­ 
plo y ment Statistics. It was es­ 
tablished by President J o hn 
Kennedy in 19 61. 


Go rdo n, who co mpleted to day 
his term as president o f the 
American Eco no mic 
Asso ci­ 
atio n, o bserv es that hundreds 
o f millio ns o f do llars in rev enue 
sharing is distributed o n the 
basis o f lo cal jo b figures that 
canno t be fully trusted. 
Much o f the general criticism 
is centered o n interpretatio ns 
used in fo rmulating the o fficial 
jo bless rate figure, but it ex ­ 
tends far bey o nd that to include 
the techniques emplo y ed and 
the accuracy o f the raw data. 
The BLS itself no tes that in 
mo st o f 19 75 mo re than 1.1 mil­ 
lio n jo bless Americans were ex ­ 
cluded fro m bo th the labo r 
fo rce and the unemplo y ment 
figures because they were dis­ 
co uraged and no t activ ely seek­ 


in g jo b s at su rv ey time. 
In additio n , man y h u n dreds 
o f th o u san ds o f p eo p le in tem ­ 
p o rary go v ern men t wo rk p ro j­ 
ects, wh o wo u ld h av e b een 
co u n ted as jo b less a decade 
ago , were co n sidered emp lo y ed 
b ecau se o f ch an ges in stan d­ 
ards, o n e o f wh ich — in 19 65 — 
ap p ears n ev er to h av e b een an ­ 
n o u n ced p u b licly . 
Th ese facto rs, an d o n e o th er 
defin itio n al ch an ge, wo u ld h av e 
p u sh ed th e 9 .2 p er cen t p eak o f 
u n emp lo y men t, reach ed 
last 
May , to n ear 11 p er cen t, an d 
No v emb er’s 8 .3 p er cen t rate 
clo se to 10 p er cen t.

On e co mmo n mistake, fo r ex ­ 
amp le, is to attrib u te a declin ­ 
in g jo b less rate du rin g th e late 
19 60s to th e effect o f fiscal an d 
m o n etary p o licy , wh en in fact 
mu ch o f th e declin e resu lted 
fro m defin itio n al ch an ges an d 
o th er facto rs. 
On e o f th ese facto rs was a 
military draft th at to o k 9 00,000 
y o u n g men o u t o f th e lab o r 
fo rce directly , an d, say s Kill- 
in gswo rth , “dro v e th o u san ds — 
b etween 100,000 an d 2 00,000 at 
o n e p o in t — in to sch o o ls.” 
Eco n o metric mo del m akers, 
wh o co n stru ct n u merical eq u a­ 
tio n s o f th e eco n o my an d h o w it 


in teracts, erro n eo u sly assu med 
th e ch an ges were cau sed so lely 
b y fiscal-mo n etary p o licy , an d 
th u s reach ed misleadin g co n ­ 
clu sio n s.

Fro m a recessio n lo w p o in t last 
March , th e wo rk fo rce h as ex ­ 
p an ded b y 1.5 millio n jo b s.

Th e fact, say s Killin gswo rth , 
is th at o n e-th ird o f th e im p ro v e­ 
men t h as b een in wo rk p ro ­ 
gram s su p p o rted b y federal 
fu n ds to h elp p ro v ide wo rk fo r 
th e u n emp lo y ed du rin g eco n o m­ 
ically difficu lt times.

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U.S. pumps to mine disaster 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) — 
The U.S. go v ernment is supply ­ 
ing high-capacity pumps to help 
pump o ut the flo o ded co al mine 
in no rtheastern India in which 
at least 372 trapped miners are 
feared dead, Minister o f Mines 
Chandrajit Yadav anno unced 
to day . But it was do ubtful that 
any o f the missing men wo uld 
be fo und aliv e. 
Yadav said the pumps were 
being flo wn fro m the United 
States by Air India, India’s in­ 
ternatio nal airline. He did no t 
anno unce ho w many were being

Tho u gh it has been man y y ears 
sin ce the Presid en t was assassi­ 
n ated , ru mo rs co n tin u e to circu late 
co n cern in g the circu mstan ces o f 
the d eed as well as whether tru e 
ju stice was acco mmo d ated at the 
time. 
A wid ely lo v ed lead er, the Pres­ 
id en t n o n etheless had n u mero u s 
en emies. An d with the great d iv i­ 
sio n s then ex istin g in America, it 
has sin ce been su sp ected that the 
mu rd er may n o t hav e been the 
crime o f mere p ed estrian u n d er­ 
tak in g. 
In d eed , there is ev id en ce that a 
co n sp iracy o f gro tesq u e p ro p o r­ 
tio n s may hav e been u ltimately re­ 
sp o n sible, the p lo tters p o ssibly in ­ 
clu d in g ran k in g go v ern men t o ffi­ 
cers o r p erhap s military an d p o liti­ 
cal lu min aries o f a rad ical go v ern ­ 
men t to the so u th. 
It ap p ears fo r o n e thin g that the 
Presid en t himself was aware o f 
so me p lo t again st his safety . Talk ­ 
in g to asso ciates o n the d ay o f the 
sho o tin g, he is said to hav e regis­ 
tered his co n v ictio n that “there are 
men who wan t to tak e my life—an d 
I hav e n o d o u bt they will d o so .” 
Mo re o min o u s than this is the rec­ 
o llectio n o f o n e o f his aid es to the 
effect that when the chief ex ecu tiv e 
left him that d ay it was with a firm 
“go o d by e” rather than a less p er­ 
man en t salu te. 


An d what o f the fact, o f which 
there can be n o argu men t, that 
man y go v ern men t p erso n alities 
that aftern o o n sho wed a u n an i­ 
mo u s relu ctan ce to acco mp an y the 
Presid en t o n his p u blic ap p ear­ 
an ce. A go v ern o r was ask ed , a fo r­ 
mer co n gressman was in v ited , a 
gen eral, ev en a member o f the 
Presid en t’s o wn cabin et. All mad e 
ex cu ses, so me o f them q u ite lame, 
thereby fo rtu n ately stay in g o u t o f 
harm ’s way . 


As fo r the assassin himself, 
man y still d o u bt his cap acity —at 
least his u n rein fo rced cap acity —to 
o rgan ize a high ex ecu tio n . He was 
ap p aren tly a man p amp ered by 
wo men thro u gho u t his life, his ex ­ 
isten ce filled with self d o u bts an d 
few 
ad v en tu res. 
He 
bo asted 
en o u gh, su rely , hav in g o n e time re­ 
p o rted ly remark ed abo u t the o p ­ 
p o rtu n ity “fo r a man to glo rify 
himself by k illin g the Presid en t.” 
Yet clo se frien d s said he was all 


bark , “a co ward an d ev ery bo d y 
k n o ws it.” 
Co u ld a shallo w co ward p lan the 
ex ecu tio n o f the Presid en t o f the 
Un ited States? Man y thin k n o t. 
What’s mo re, the ev en ts su rro u n d ­ 
in g the a ssa ssin ’s d eath are 
frau ght with u n an swered q u estio n s 
that strik e at the co re o f the co n tro ­ 
v ersy . He was sho t d ead , we’v e 
been to ld , bu t so me way it was 
mo re than that. It has been su g­ 
gested that he co u ld n o t hav e been 
merely sho t, as he was within the 
immed iate co n tro l o f the au tho ri­ 
ties. Bey o n d this there are the ac­ 
cu satio n s that acco mp an ied his 
bu rial, its co mmissio n in go v ern ­ 
men tal secrecy , giv in g rise to the 
sp ecu latio n that it was merely a 
d o u ble who ’d been k illed , an d the 
real assassin let freely go . 
An d here is the p rim ary su b­ 
stan ce o f the sk ep ticism: that the 
assassin was let go as p art o f a go v ­ 
ern men tal co n sp irato rial p lan . Bu t 
who were the co n sp irato rs? No bo ­ 
d y y et k n o ws, that’s the d amn ed 
p art. It’s been su ggested the Vice 
Presid en t may hav e been the real 
p o wer behin d the bu llet, o r p o ssibly 
it was a lead in g cabin et secretary 
who was k n o wn to co v et greater 
p o wer. There is also the p o ssibility , 
alleged ly su ggested by n o n e o ther 
than the Presid en t’s wife, that 
members o f the ex ecu tiv e secu rity 
fo rce may hav e been in o n the p lo t. 
Un fo rtu n ately , the go v ern men t 
d id n o t at the time cho o se to in v es­ 
tigate its o wn . A fed erally co n ­ 
v en ed trial o f the assassin atio n 
failed to ad d ress itself at all to the 
p o ssibility o f a relatio n ship be­ 
tween the Presid en t’s men an d the 
Presid en t’s mu rd er. Therefo re the 
feelin g su rv iv es that the real sto ry 
is y et to be fu lly to ld . 
Clearly , the time has co me to 
set the reco rd straight at last. To o 
man y q u estio n s rem ain u n ex ­ 
p lo red , to o man y co n trary clu es 
left barren . There has ev en been 
p o p u lar talk that the Presid en t’s 
bo d y was n ev er p laced in the p lo t 
p ro v id ed it, that au tho rities wo r­ 
ried to o mu ch abo u t the p o ssibility 
o f it o n e d ay bein g tho ro u ghly reex ­ 
amin ed . 
No thin g sho rt o f a co n gressio n al 
in v estigatio n will d o , o f whatev er 
d u ratio n to get the task d o n e. The 
ap p ro achin g Bicen ten n ial is al­ 
mo st reaso n en o u gh to clear u p 
Abraham Lin co ln ’s d eath o n ce an d 
fo rev er.

hav e d ecid ed o n their o wn in itia­ 
tiv e to d o what has to be d o n e by 
clan d estin ely fu n n elin g so me $50 
millio n to an ti-Co mmu n ist factio n s 
in An go la thro u gh the go v ern men ts 
o f Zaire an d Zambia. 
The d ifferen ce this time is that 
they go t cau ght early in the game 
an d p eo p le started ask in g q u es­ 
tio n s. 
An d ju st as we were warn ed o f 
all k in d s o f d ire co n seq u en ces if 
the Un ited States “lo st” Vietn am, 
we are warn ed o f terrible thin gs 
that will hap p en if the Co mmu n ists 
tak e o v er in An go la.

May be 
ev en a sharp remo n stran ce to the 
So v iet Un io n —tho u gh n o thin g so 
sharp as to imp air d eten te, o f 
co u rse. Certain ly n o thin g so sev ere 
as threaten in g to cu t o ff their grain 
if they d o n ’t sto p med d lin g in An ­ 
go la. Heav en s, n o . 


On e su sp ects, ho wev er, that 
there may be certain o ther sim ilar­ 
ities between An go la an d Vietn am. 
It is p o ssible, fo r in stan ce, that 
the situ atio n in the fo rmer, as it 
was in the latter, may be a little 
mo re co mp lex than simp ly the

D A RW IN , Australia (A P ) — 
The memory of Christmas Day 
1974 still haunts the residents of 
this devastated city. 
It was then that Cyclone Tra­ 
cy swept through the area, k ill­ 
ing 49 persons and wrecking 90 
per cent of Darwin. 
“ W e’re having a ‘New D ar­ 
win Week” with all sorts of ac­ 
tivities to put joy into Christ­ 
mas for children so they won’t 
associate it with the m isery of 
last year’s cyclone,” says D ar­ 
win M ayor E lla Stack. 
A little more than two weeks 
ago, however, another cyclone, 
this one named Joan, pulve­ 
rized the township of Port Hed- 
land, 900 m iles southwest of 
Darwin, damaging almost ev­ 
ery building in the town of 
12,000. 
Cyclone Joan crashed ashore 
in what one Po rt Hedland po­ 
liceman called “ a bloodly dis­ 
aster.” 
Authorities 
said 
only 
the 
town’s highly trained civil de­ 
fense organization — revamped 
after Cyclone Tracy hit Darwin 
— prevented the loss of life. 


During the Revolution the 
British war machinery was 
centered in London, where the 
king acted as a kind of 
spiritual leader for his cabinet 
of 
m in is te rs . 
M ilit a r y 
preparations became a collec­ 
tive enterprise of the cabinet. 
After plans were concluded, it 
was then the responsibility of

ju risd ictio n s 
characterized government in 
Hanoverian England, it was 
no easy m atter to conduct a 
war across the Atlantic, The 
World Alm anac notes.

right now,” said C liff Cottier, 
president of the Port Hedland 
Shire Council. “ Some of the 
wives are still a bit down­ 
hearted at the damage to per­ 
sonal belongings, but generally 
we’re all right.” 
Port Hedland is more fortu­ 
nate 
than 
Darwin 
because 
many of its people work for gi­ 
ant 
mining 
companies 
that 
process iron ore in the city 
from inland mines and load it 
onto bulk carriers for Japan. 
Some of these companies are 


paying special cyclone benefits 
to their employes, who earn big 
salaries by Australian stand­ 
ards, as compensation for the 
city’s isolation and the 100-de­ 
gree temperatures that prevail 
for six months every year. 
Though damage to the town 
is estimated at $24 m illion, Cot­ 
tier says, “ There are quite a 
few hundred blokes working all 
over the area rebuilding and 
the mood is already getting 
back to norm al.” 
Darwin, however, is a quite 
different story. A full-fledged 
city that administered Austral- 


ia ’s northern territory — twice 
the size of Texas — Darwin 
was nearly flattened by the 
storm. The cost of rebuilding 
was put at $850 m illion. 
Many 
citizens 
were 
not 
wealthy, and $11 m illion con­ 
tributed in a nationwide relief 
appeal was quickly spent. 
The long-term rebuilding of 
the city soon became entangled 
in the bureaucracy of a “ D ar­ 
win 
Reconstruction Commis­ 
sion” appointed from the feder­ 
al capital of Canberra. 
By 
June, 
more 
than 
six 
months after the cyclone, not a 


single new house had gone up 
in Darwin because of disputes 
over a new building code for 
cyclone-proof houses. 
“ We went through some bad 
times, fighting the Canberra 
politicians and the bureaucrats, 
but most of that seems behind 
us now,” says Dr. Lyn Reid, 
chairm an of the Darwin Citi­ 
zens’ Committee, a civic group. 
“ Things now at least seem to 
be happening.” 
The first of 400 hqmes de­ 
signed to resist winds of up to 
120 miles per hour was com­ 
pleted this month. 


Contracts are now out for 1,- 
000 more new houses. Some 4,- 
600 homes left standing by cy­ 
clone Tracy have been newly 
waterproofed against the wet 
season starting in January. 
“ As many as 15.000 people 
have gone south now for the 
Christmas holidays, but they 
will be back afterw ard,” Mayor 
Stack said. “ Darwin's a funny 
place. Once you’ve lived here 
and liked it. you always want 
to get back here no matter 
what has happened.” 
Elizabeth 
Bonner, 
a 
free­ 
lance w riter in Darwin, says 


that “ before the cyclone, this 
was such a gray dingy, mining- 
type town, most of the houses 
were just unpainted fiberboard. 
“ Now, the people rebuilding 
are painting their homes differ­ 
ent colors. It shows they have 
pride 
in 
their 
homes, 
that 
they'll stay. Darwin w ill never 
be the way it was. W e’re going 
to build a new town.” 
Mayor 
Stack, a 
physician 
who has continued her practice 
since becoming mayor, says 
the town is also psychologically 
better off now than im m ediate­ 
ly after the cyclone. 


“ People still get a little upset 
when the wind comes up but 
generally people are more com­ 
fortable,” she said. 
Townspeople turned out in 
record numbers for a N ativiy 
play and caroling session last 
week, w ildly applauding one 
new carol by a local resident 
called “ Have a M erry Christ­ 
mas Darwin. M ay It Be the 
Best One Y et.” 
In one sign of a new con­ 
fidence and spirit in Darwin, 
residents contributed $44,000 in 
a single week to aid Port Hed­ 
land after Cyclone Joan.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Agriculture Department hasn’t 
counted horses for 15 years, but 
it plans to do so if it can raise 
about $1.5 million. 
That’s about how much it 
would cost initially for the De­ 
partment to make a national 
horse census. Meanwhile, no 
one seems to know how many 
horses there are in the United 
States. The last official census 
was in 1960, when about three 
million horses were tallied on 
farms. 
Department 
experts 
think there may be seven mil­ 
lion to 10 million now, and a 
tew estimates go as high as 14 
million. 
The basic counting plan in­ 
volves a 48-state survey the 
first year and then a recount ol 


16 states annually for three 
years. After four years, the Ag­ 
riculture 
Department 
would 
have a good idea of how many 
horses there are and what the 
trends might be. The counting 
process then could begin all 
over for another four years, as­ 
suming that the horse census 
became a permanent function. 
Racetrack horses, show ani­ 
mals and millions of suburban 
pleasure horses are big busi­ 
ness but without records no one 
seems to know how large. 
In 1920, when a peak of 26 
million were counted on farms, 
horse and mule power provided 
the main energy for producing 
the nation’s food and fiber.--- 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sales 


of U.S. corn for export this sea­ 
son have picked up substantial­ 
ly, largely due to new pur­ 
chases by several European 
countries, the Agriculture De­ 
partment says. 
Sales commitments rose 849,- 
700 metric tons during the week 
which ended Dec. 14, according 
to a weekly export report.
